The arrival of the new hook and ladder 


truck for t he local fire department caused 
considerable excitement about the ferry this 
morning. Tho truck and ladders were fur- 
nished bv the Rhode Island Coupling t)om- 
"lany of Providence and are manufactured by 
he Seagraves Manufacturing Company of 
Detroit, Michigan. 
Mr. J. T. Wauemau, 


agent of the company, came with thu appara- 
us and was met at the boat landing by 
Councilman Littlelield of the committee on 
lurchaseol1 truck and Captain Oxx of the lire 
dopartment, as well as a number of the 
neuibers of the company. 
The truck was 


mmediately drawn to the Prospect House, 
hern Captain Oxx and several members of 
he department experimented under the di- 
cctiou of Mr. Wakeman In raising the forty- 
ve-foot extension ladder. 
Although all, ex- 


ept Mr. Wakeraan, were inexperienced in 
annling this kind of a ladder, It was raised 
vithout difficulty by four men. 
The truck 


ud ladders were then taken to The Thorn- 


dike Hotel, which isa much higher building, 
and the ladder was placed in position and run 
up its full 
extent, 
forty-five feet, only 


three men being required to do it, occupying 
about two minutes in taking from the truck 
and putting iu position. This is considered 
very satisfactory, as no effort was made to do 
the work quickly. Nine men then took their 
places upon the ladder in order to test its 
strength, and to all appearance the weight of 
as many more would have been sustained. 
The experiments proving satisfactory, the 
truck and ladders were accepted by tho com 
mittce. Before going to the engine house 
the extension ladder was raised on the Hay 
View to have a photograph taken. The truck 
and ladders, to one who is used to seeing 
such iu cities, has the appearance of being 
rather light for very rugged service, the 
whole with equipments weighing but 
57f> 


pounds. As this will be drawn by men and 
not by horses and there are no curbstones to 
cut across, it is generally believed that the 
running gear is heavy enough for country use. 
Tho ladders arc light and easy to handle, but 
being made of the truss pattern, are very 
strong. The truck is painted red relieved by- 
gilt and white stripes and has brass trim- 
mings. The equipment consists of one-16- 
foot extension ladder, two 10 and one 14-foot 
ladder, six water buckets, two brass lanterns, 
one axe, two fire hooks and poles, one pull- 
down hook with chain rope and pole, one 
ripping bar and necessary rope for drawing 
truck. This truck is a much needed addition 
to the fire department apparatus as probably 
will be demonstrated at the first fire. 


It is now about three years since the ques- 


tion of making pro vision for protection against 
fire was first agitated here.

MILITARY TOl'S INACTION. . 


Tlw lulvsntagi's of lighting jiositlous aloft 


liHYC Ixwu recognized in all navies, and from 
tbo galley poriuil to ihls duy I ho tops mid 
other airy superstructures uiivo been utilized 
with deadly effect by sliarp-shooters. Nolsou 
•w»s killed at Trafalgar by » musket-ball llrod 
Irom the mizzoutop of the French two'deckcr 
Kcdoubtable, and iu a mcuiorublo tun-fight 
during the hard-hitting, ramming, and close- 
aboard battles of the Greeks, a I'erslan nil- 
inlral wati at a critical moment "hit in the 
jeje with a atone bow" Ured from aloft, and 
loet the victory. .Those old sailors put 
jtwit trust in this plunging of missiles from 
orerhead, for AthemmiB describes with groat 
pride a gulley that had three masts, "each 
fnrniibed with engines for throwing stones 
and large iron hooks," these last being un- 
doubtedly the grappling-irons of the sail pe- 
riod. "The roundtops," ho continues," were 
built of brass, and in them a constant watcli 
•wan kept by soldiers, to whom stones could 
be conveyed in baskets iitted with tackles." 


It is a far cry from stones to innchiiic-guus, 


but the tactical principle is the same, and so 
valuable that some monster battle ships of 
our days have as many as two tops bolted to 
each of their military masts. The sniall-calt- 
bral pieces are supported by a few ritlemen, 
and iu every conflict their work of clearing 
the 
guns, 
of sweeping the decks and 


superstructures, and of picking off, when tlic 
smoke allows, the ofllcen and le atling men, 
is as iinpnrtam as it is hazardous. In the 
galley days the military tops were fairly well 
protected, Imt during the sail era the topmen 
handling the swivel pieces uud deek-rakers, 
and forming a special corps of musketeers, 
had no proteetluu except what was given by 
a nest work ol mattress-tilled 
liammueku. 


The steel barbettes of tin; present lime, save 
la a few battle ships where- they carry au 
overhead shield, give a protection more ap- 
parent than real, more picturesque than prac- 
tical; and while die lighting crews certainly 
have the advantage of seeing the scrimmage, 
yet they preseui a most inviting mark to the 
people they are harassing. 


There are many forms of machiue-mtns, 


but that used iu unr service is the (iathiig. 
These pieces are primarily intended to dis 
jtble or kill the enemy's crew, and 
with cer- 


tain feeds and by certain patent gearing can, 
when required, discharge as many as 1200 
bullets a miume. Otter devices give them a 
slight lateral motion so as to distribute their 
shower of projectiles ill a cone or fan sliape, 
the extent of the dispersion being sutlicieut 
to cover a regimental front at 
10(10 yards. 


Usually the guns are functioned by a crank; 
but iu one svstem. after the tirst discharge, 
the recoil is utilized to keep up 
the liring 


automatically. These weapons must lie <lis- 
tiagnished from the rapid-tire gun of which 
we now hear so much. 
The introduction of 


the latter, isdnetothe necessity of protecting 
every ship from tho great offensive power 
given by the torpedo to small vessels of high 
speed. Machine guns are not effective against 
a swiftly moving torpedo boat until it U well 
within the danger zone of an attacked ship, 
and bence the need of a more powerful 
weapon

• there exist several types of rapid-tire guns 


which possess great accuracy of lire, continu- 
ity of discharge, good penetration at long 
range, and ability of following an object iu 
motiou from a movable platform. Beginning 
with a revolving cannon which threw shots 
of about two pounds 
weight, 
the type 


has advanced through smaller calibres until 
uow the system has been applied to guns 
which may Jairly be classed as armor-pier- 
cing. The largest one of these pieces in act- 
ual use is si.\ incites in calibre, and has been 
tired, with 3S pounds of powder and a 
projectile weighing 1UO pounds, at the rate 
of six aimed shots a minute. "There is a 
limit," writes Lieutenant Sutherland, United 
States navy, "to the use of liied ammuni- 
tion in rapid-tire guns, d'.ie to its Increase in 
weight and length, and within that limit the 
combined weight of the charge, projectile, 
and cartridge-case should be such that one 
man can handle it with ease aud rapidity, 
and can readily exert sufficient power to ei- 
tract the empty cartridge-case after firing. To 
my mind, the limit is reached with a weight 
not exceeding sixty pounds, which is nearly 
that proposed for guns of about four-inch 
calibre." This is a great development in a 
little over ten years—to go from the rilled 
small arm to projectiles 
weighing between 


sixty aud seventy pounds.—[ lieutenant J. I).

winter that Hit- id™ of employlm; our own 
imliuus us rcguliirs lu our peruiiiuout estab- 
lishment was seriuusly taken hold ol by our 
War Department. It is truu that for muuy 
yuare past ihc services of frionilly tribes bavo 
been called into requisition in Indian wars. 
They have been used lu such uises, however, 
almost exclusively us scouts r,ud trailers, en- 
listed for Hie cuiiipitiHii only, us u rule, with- 
out serious cirKiinlzaiion or discipline, and 
without syiupathy for a service of which thoy 
formed no permanent part. 


Last year Lieutenant Uasoy of the Twouty- 
uuutl InfHiitry, n ilushing and able youna 


offleer, staHoneil then at Fort Kuugu, Mon- 
tana. conceived the idea of employing this 
Indian material on a more .substantial and 
iKiniiaueut basis. His idea was to enlist the 
Indians i:f the different tribes in separate 
troops or companies, and for definite periods 
of :my a year, or six months. 
They were to 


be thoroiiKhly drilled and disciplined, re- 
quired to keep two pony mounts of service- 
able quality, for which the government was 
to allow forage and extra pay, and to bo al- 
lowed to continue in the service, by re-eulist- 
niont, during good behavior. 
This was in- 


tended to serve the double purpose of giving 
a 
leaven 
of 
civilization 
and military 


training to each of the tribes represented.and 
at tho same time furnishing the army with u 
number of bodies of light Irregular cavalry 
scattered among itti Western stations. These 
levies were to be known as "scouts," but in 
arms, equipments, uniform, and drill thej 
were to be assimilated as rapidly as possi- 
ble to the condition of regulars. It will bo 
seen at once where the difference lay betweet 
such troops as these, and the untrained am 
merely temporary bodies up to that time 
Known as scouts to our army. Lieutenan' 
Casey carried his views to Washington. 
He 


was entitled to the solo credit for his cou 
ception, and he urged his plans with all the 
earnestness of his enthusiastic nature. For 
tuuately he met with both attention and en 
couragement from Mr. Proctor, tlie Secretary 
of War. 
Ways and means were discussed" 


and Casey, in May, came back to Keogh 
happy in permission from the Secretary to 
raise a troop of one hundrd Cheyennes, to

The Kansas "U'olf Drive" is a great in- 


stitution, for it satisfies the natural craving 
of man to kill something without exposing 
himself to danger, and it is therefore exceed- 
ingly popular. In the townships of Walnut, 
Sherman, firam and Crawford wolves aud 
foxes, which multiply alarmingly fast, have 
been driven by the severe cold this winter to 
acts of depredation surprising for their bold- 
ness and ferocity. The farmer! have risen 
up and organized for the pu;pose of clearing 
tLe country of the four-footed raiders. Up- 
wards of four thousand men engage in the 
wolf-drive, and they beat over "a tract ten 
miles square. Tlie affair is conducted with 
military exactness and discipline. A gen- 
eral is chosen, aud he in turn picks out his 
staff and battalion and company command- 
ers. The signal for starting Is a fusillade of 
shots lired by the leaders cf each s-jiiad. With 
one thousand meu on each side ot the square 
there are one hundred men to- thu mile, or 
one at intervals of about titty feet. The lines 
are suppossd to move one mile each half- 
hour. 
F.vcry man has a horn or a drum, 


aad his 
instructions

to make

much noise as he oau. Wolves are not to bo- 
killed until rmuidcd up in the common cen- 
tre. 
They may bu clubbed into a run if nec- 


essary. At.i distance of one mile from thn 
centre the report of a cannon announces that 
the battle is about to begin, and the" forces 
are assigned and put in readiness. Only such 
nf 
the hunters as are designated by the 


genera! 
cy^ry firearms; the otherH 
are 


armed with n!nbs to prevent the beasts from 
escaping. A great numbei of wolves aro of- 
ten round-id up, and wheu the word is Driven 
they are picked off by tlio appointed sharp- 
shooters.
